3,000 Planes

LONDON, July 28. — Almost 
3,000 Allied heavy bombers and 
fighters from Britain and Italy 
rocked Axis Europe by daylight 
today, smashing at the vitals of 
the Nazi war machine in central 
Germany and the Plogsti oil 
fields in southern Romania. 

The two-way blow was set in 
motion by a fleet of 2,000 Flying 
Fortresses, Liberators and fighters 
that Berlin said skirted the Ger- 
man capital to hit the big aircraft 
and chemical centres of Desseu, 
Halle and Merseburg.

Italy-based heavies, covered by 
strong fighter formations, heaped 
new devastation on Ploesti’s bat- 
tered oil installations.

Flew in Robot Bomb 


. LONDON, July 28.—(CP)—The Berlin radio said yesterday Mrs 
Hanna Reisch had been awarded the Iron Cross first-class for flying 
inside an experimental robot bomb—unloaded and instrumentiess— 
during 1942 test flights. 

She was seriously injured, said the radio, despite an emergency 
landing device affixed to the robot and despite her ‘ ‘extraordinary 
physological characteristics.” 

The tests were designed to learn why the robots lost their wings 
after short flights, Berlin broadcast, and “Frau Reisch made the 
flights in a nearly horizontal position, gazing through a periscope. 
Her robot had no instruments, bul was aimed to hit a tapget without 
human direction, After four days of tests the trouble was found 
but she was seriously injured.” 

Mrs. Reisch, said the radio, was a “biological phenomenon in- 
sensible to pressure, who attained more than 500 miles an hour 
diving in gliders.”

Teacher Shortage 


The official statement is made that the 
teacher shortage in Alberta is likely to be- 
come more serious in the next few months 

Reasons given for the shortage are 
these; that with many male teachers enter- 
ing the armed forces and many female 
teachers entering matrimony, the replace- 
ments of new teachers are not enough to 
keep up the supply. 

These are undoubtedly basic reasons 
But there is another one quite as vital. And 
that is that whenever the labor market 
opens up attractive jobs that offer better 
salaries than the teaching profession, there 
is always an exodus from that profession 
Indeed, the only reason there are any 
teachers available at all in these times i 
that so many of them are completely de- 
voted to their work. a 

It is not good enough that the most 
vital profession in the community should 
be subject to the vagaries of industria! 
salary trends. The competition of indus- 
try, with inflated salaries, should not be 
able to affect the teacher supply at al! 
This competition should not deflect poten- 
tial teachers from their chosen profession 

There is, of course, only one remedy 
And that is to make salaries in the teach-

With the remote possibility of an in- 
fantile paralysis epidemic in the offing, the 
provincal department of health gives ex- 
cellent advice to the public. It is this; 

Because the symptoms of infantile 
paralyis vary so greatly in kind and de- 
gree, every child who shows any sign of 
not being up to par physically should im- 
mediately be examined by a competent 
physician. 

This advice should be heeded because 
parents are too likely to try out home 
remedies upon an ailing child. These are 
dangerous because the successful treat- 
ment of infantile paralysis depends upon 
applying the proper remedies to the patient 
in an early stage. 

The department of health does not issue 
this advice because it believes there will be 
an epidemic but so that steps may be taken 
which will prevent an epidemic ‘taking 
place.

It it continues to 
sink into debt or if it continues to 
issue more and more money re- 
gardless of its production of goods, 
then its money will lose value, and 
an international fund like that pro- 
posed At Bretton Woods can only 
shore it up for a limited period. 

Secondly, if a nation adopts cer- 
tain forms of uneconomic state 
regulation, it cannot trade freely, 
Nations which place their entire 
economy under the control of the 
state and receive in return a state 
guarantee of full employment will 
soon find themselves protecting 
their own uheconomic industries 
from world competition. Regulat- 
ing their own industries at un- 
economic cost, and unable to regu- 
late the industries of other nations 
in the same way, they will be com- 
|pelled to exclude these nations’ 
| goods in order to protect their own 
}state plans. Then, by a vicious 
|circle, as they are compelled to 
|pump more and more money into 
an unsound and non-competitive 
| economy to keep it going, the value 
‘of their money is bound to drop 
and a race of devaluation will 
follow. 

All plans for stablizing curren- 
cies, for international lending, for 
removing trade barriers, are based 
jon the ancient doctrine of the 
division of labor, the theory that 
each country should produce the 
things it can produce best and 
most cheaply and import other 
goods from other producers. They 
are based on the theory that all 
nations should compete freely for 
trade and they are based on the 
assumption that national govern- 
ments will not destroy this process 
by their internal policies.

OTTAWA, July 2%. — (cp) — 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
denied last night in the Commons 
that he left Canada during the 
years of the First Great War to 
take up residence in the United 
States, 

Mr. King said that at no time be- 
tween 1914 and 1918 “did 1 give up 
my residence in this city, at no 
time did I go caywhere to reside 
other than Ottawa, except tem. 
porarily.” 

He made the statement after Lt- 
Col. J. A. Ross (PC-Souris) said he 
believed that Between 1911 and 
1919 Mr. King wrote his book In- 
dustry and Humanity, “and spent 
some years in the country to the 
south of us studying social pro. 
blems—the years from 1914 to 1918, 
or something.” 


WHOLLY UNTRUE 

Mr. King said Mr. Ross was “re. 
peating something. whether con- 
sciously or not, which is wholly 
untrue.” 

“My honorcbie friend says 1 
spent some years, between 1914 and 
1918 or something, in another 
country. I did nothing of the kind. 
I spent those years for the most 

part in Canada, 

“The book to which my honor- 
able friend refers was written in 
Canada--every line of it. it is 
perfectly true that | did some 
work in the matter of industrial 
relations in that period, but at no 
time did | give up my residence 

in this city, at no time did | go 
anywhere to reside other than 
Ottawa, except temporarily.” 

Mr. Ross said he had not stated 
that Mr. King had written his book 
in the United States. He said the 
prime minister had indicated in the 
house Tuesday while opening de- 
bate on the family allowances bil!

Joins Navy At Winnipeg 


North American Chess Champ 


Wants to See 


World as Tar 


WINNIPEG, July 28.—(CP)—A master strategist, Abe 


Yanofsky, 19-year-old chess champion of North America, has | 
already seen a good part of the world, but now he wants a/ 


different view of it—in action with Canadian naval forces. 


Abe, who enlisted in the navy 
this week as an ordinary seaman, 
will be called for duty to H.M.S. 
Chippawa, Winnipeg's navy head- 
quarters, next month, 


“They say you see the ‘world 
when you're in the navy, so I'm 
going to take them up on it.” 

Hell be happy as long as he 
sees action on foreign soil, but 
there is one department where 
sirategy counts—gunnery—and he'd 
like to be there. 

Yanofsky, who made his first im- 
pression on the chess world at 11, 
started manipulating chessmen 
while other boys were still playing 
gang busters. 

WON TITLE AT DALLAS 
It wasn't long until he was play- 


ing in international tournaments 
climaxed two years ago at Dallas, 
Texas, when he took the North 


American championship from Rue- 
ben Fine of Washington Last year, 
for the second consecutive time. he 
took the Canadian championship, 
and for the sixth time the Manitoba 
title 

He has not neglected his studies 
and he found chess was an aid in 
the class rooms 

“As soon as | started playing, I 
moved to first in the class—before 
that I use® to come somewhere 
around fourth,” he grinned 

He received his Bachelor 
Science degree from the Univer 
of Manitoba this year, and afte: 
the war he'd like to study medi- 
cine, perhaps at Johns Hopkins 
University in Baltimore. “I'd like 
to specialize in psychiatry.” 
SENIOR BOYS CHAMP AT 11 

At 11 years old, Abe was senior 
boys champion of Canada, but one 
of his never-to-be-forgotten mom- 
ents came at the age of 14 when 
with four of Canada’s outstanding 
players, he sailed for the inter- 
national world championship in 
Buenos Aires.

Exhibition of Handicrafts 
By Canadian Prisoners 


There are more than 5,200 Can- 
dian prisoners of war in Europe 
and the Far East at the present 
time. A large proportion of these 
young Canadians are scattered 
through 47 camps or “stalags” in 
the Reich, one Hungarian camp and 
at least 11 camps in the Far East. 

_ What the prisoners do with their 
time, their recrealion and their 
jobs are of interest to relatives 
and friends back home. According 
to reports received from the camps, 
recreational facilities vary with 
each camp. Prisoners in labor de- 
tachments have little time or en- 
ergy for leisure activities. and 
those in officers’ camps who are 
not required to work are putting 
their time to good use. 

Sports organized in various 
eamps include football, swimming, 
cricket. volleyball, softball, basket- 
ball and skating. The international 
YMCA administers religious and | 
recreational services. Many prison- 
ers have becom e interest.d in 
painting, wood carving and draw- 
ing. Some even have become 
enamoured of cooking. sewing, 
knitting, crocheting and embroid- 
ery. 

1,000 ENTRIES 

In one camp an exhibition with 
more than 1,000 entrics included | 
tapestries, painting, drawing, 
glove work, wood carving, a large 
couch cover knit from old sweater 
and sock wool, a hassock cover and 
a small regimental “adge carved 
from a piece of aluminum, com- | 
plete in every detail. 

Life in these camps is controlled 
by the Geneva Convention of 
1929. The terms of this conven- 
tion stipulate that prisoners of war 
may be given work provided that 
it is not directly connected with 
the prosecution of the war. 


PRISONERS EMPLOYED 


In German,, many Canadian 
prisoners are employed according 
to their aptitudes and skills, in 
stone quarries, on river work, un- 
loading cement, brick laying elec- 
trical work, lumbering, agriculture, 
tailoring, railway plate laying, 
freight loading, and in saw mills, 
paper factories, sugar beet fac- 
tories and coal mihes. Many are 
employed by civilians. They work | 
on farms for nine to 10 hours for 
which they receive a fixed rate of | 
work pay. 

Almost every camp has well- 
organized educational courses 


with the Canadian Legion Educa- 


——_ 


tional Services serving as the offi- 
cial agency for the disser:ination 
of material. Until the end of 1943, 
334 educational courses had been 
sent to the camps. Certain mini- 
mum standards of health and the 
medical inspection of prisoners at 
least once a month have been pro- 
vided for in the Geneva conven- 
tion. Stipulation is also made that 
each camp must have an in- 
firmary. These provisions appear 
to have been complied with in 
Germany.
